BUCKINGHAM PAIiACX:^ 

ST. James's park. 

This magnificeut pile which has been erects^ 
on the original site of Backinghain House, will^ 
when complete, be worthy this residence of aBiitish 
monarch. The situation, to which much objection 
has been raised, is, strange as it may appear, the 
only one which could advantageously have been 
selected in the three Parks. The occupation of 
the present site possesses one great recommenda* 
Uon, — it has been erected without any infringement 
of public privilege j; which could not have been 
avoided had it been erected either in Hyde Pack^ 
or the Green Paik j besides, the views from either 
of the above parks are decidedly inferior to that 
which may be obtained from the present palace. 
In the foreground lies St. James's Park, with the 
lake and islands. On the left are the superb classic 
mansions of Lords Spencer and Staflbrd, with the

Other fine buildiDgs which fieu^e the Green Park. 
On the right is Westminster Abbey ; and, in per- 
spective^ the Horse Guards^ the Treasoxy, and the 
Admiralty; and beyond them, the dome of St. 
Paul's aiKl the spires of tlie city. 

The approach to the palace is by the main mall 
of St James's Park, tliroti^ the grand Triumphal 
Arch : behind this arch, the palace comprehends 
an <^en square of two hundred and for^ feet in 
extent on each side. Having passed through the 
tffumphal arch into the quadrangle, admittance is 
gained to the interior under the portico, which 
opens into the hall; the ceiling of which is sup- 
ported by double columns of white marble ; the 
pavement is composed of the same material, sur- 
rounded by a mosaic border of different marbles. 
Ascending from the hall by a wide flight of steps, 
is a superb ffuard-chambsrs OUB kwdred and twenty 
feet in length, also ornamented with pillars. The 
pfMtMtmrcmi conrists of aoeniieand two returning 
flights. On ascending the great stau s, the landing- 
place opens into a vestibule, beyond winch is the 
Saloon, and beyond the saloon is the ThroM 
Chamber ; the former is fifty, and the latter sixty 
feet in length, and forty in elevation ; and will, 
when furnished, be the most gorgeous in the pa- 
lace. The next apartment in suecmion is the Ph>-

iure Gallery, one hundred and seventy five feet in 
length, lighted by two rows of gronnd glass in the 
ceilings representing the stars of all the orders of 
knighthood in Enrope« Pasmng across the gallery, 
a door leads into the State Bedchamber, behind 
which is the Kings Closet. This chamber is fifty 
jfieet in length, and, like those of all the other state- 
rooms, the ceiling is of the most riclily ornamented 
character. The two. Drawmg-roam are of large 
dimensions, and the ornaments superb and strik* 
ing. The Mmie-^wm^ whieh opens from ll» 
great drawing-room, and into the picture-gallery, 
is sixty feet in length ; it Ukewise commnnieates 
with the Armoury^ from which the egress is by the 
i^^ht of steps that joins the great stair-ease^ idveady 
described. 

Before ceocltldnig. this brief deseription, it may 
be necessary to notice a few of the details* The 
floors — for it is not intended any carpet shall be 
used — ^are itf inlaid woods of diflS»eiit coloim, re- 
peating the designs of the ceiling. The door- 
cases surpass.in elegance every thing of the kbid 
which has ever beea witnessed in this, or any other 
conn try. They are Canned of statuary mail>le, 
richly sculptured, and with diflerent figures on 
several of them, as large as lile. The eornicei^ of 
these door-cases are ornamented with in&nt genii.

cornucopias, and baskets of flowers. Hitherto^ 
scalptural ornament has been principally^ if not 
entirely, confined to cliimney -pieces j in this palace, 
however, not only are the doMP^eases and cfaimiiey- 
pieces noble examples of sculpture, but historical 
or all^orical bas-reliefs, exeonted the first tttlent 
in the country, adorn compartments in all the 
state rooms. The general of these looms is^ 
in accordance with the style and character of the 
boilding itself. OrealMss is not attempted, but 
oniamiental elegance is carried to its utmost extent. 

Buckingham Balace, besides being a residence 
for the king, contains several private houses of an 
elegant description j viz., a residence for an heir- 
apparent ; also houses for the Lmrd C^hamb^lain 
and the Lord Steward. 

The principal fitont, in an arehiteetnral sense, is 
that which looks into the garden ; it is three hun- 
dred afid foiiy-*five feet' in 'len^h ; ' consisting of 
five highly oi-namented Corinthian towers, and a 
terrace, eirtending the whole length of this firont, 
between two conservatories in the form of Ionic 
pavilions, adds greatly to the general efiect. 

The Triumphal Arch contains three gateways ; 
between each is a column, supporting trophies and 
figures ; behind these is a representation, in bold 
r^Uef, of the battle of Waterloo; above the Waterloo 
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relief is a lai^ pedestal, with statues of Victory 

at each corner, having in the centime Europe and 
Asia, bearing the bust of the Duke of Wellington : 
surmounting the whole will be an equestrian statue 
in bronze of his Majesty. On the side of the arch 
facing the palace, occupying the same place with 
the representation of Waterloo, is the battle of 
Trafalgar; and corresponding with Europe and 
Asia beaiing the bust of Wellington, is Britannia 
with her attendants, contemjdating the medallion of 
Nelson. The gates are to be of mosaic gold, and 
the palisade which is to connect it with the wings 
of the palace, is to be of the same superb metal. 

The interior and gardens cannot be viewed but 
by permission from the Board of Works, White- 
hall. 

ST. JAMBS'S PAIiAOE. 

A very ancient and plain building, situate at the 
bottom of St. James's-street. The interior corres- 
ponds with the exterior, plain and unostentatious, 
containing but lew ornaments. His present Ma- 
jesty holds his councils, levees, &c. here, and no 
doubt will continue to do so until the New Palace 
is finished. 

The Royal Chapel, which is attached, has a 

choral service on Sundays, when it may be visited 
by paying a shilling to the door-keeper.

KENSINGTON PAIiAC£. 

An extensive hrick-building, situate in Kensing- 
ton Gardens^ containing a laige collection of 
ancient paintings. It was a favonrite resideiice of 
George 11., who died here in 1760 ; it is now oc« 
copied by the Duchess of Kent^ and princess 
Vittoria. 

It may be viewed by applying to the House- 
keeper^ for a small gratuity.

HOUSB OF IiORDS, 

Near Westminster Abbey, may on ordinary oc- 
casions be visited for a trifling fee to the door- 
Iceeper, but at the meeting of Parliament it is ne- 
cessary to obtain a Peer s order. The interior is 
said to hold four hundred and tliirty persons, 
besides those admitted below the bar. At the south 
extremity is the Throne, below which is the Wool- 
sack, the seat of the Lord Chancdlor ; on the right 
and left are benches covered with scarlet cloth, be- 
sides cross benches, which are generUly occupied 
by the neutral Lords. Ministei*s sit on the right 
of the Throne, die Opposition on the left. The

walls are hung with a representation of tlic defeat 
of the Spanish Armada in tapestry; which, on ac- 
count of its age, cannot be expected to be very 
brilliant 

HOU8£ OF COMMONS. 

Separated from the Peers by Committee Rooms, 
£cc.; was formerly the Chapel of St. Stephen* which 
form it still retains. The body of the House and 
Galleries will accommodate 668 Members, besides 
a small Gallery, open to the Public, and News- 
paper reporters, which will hold about 100 per- 
sons. This place is accessible by a Membci^s order, 
or a fee of two shillings and six pence ; but when 
any very interesting debate is expected, the door* 
keepers increase their demand in proportion. On 
these occasions an early attendance is necessary to 
ensure the least chance of being admitted ; the 
Speaker takes the chair at three o'Clock. 

Strangers wishing to see any of the Membcis, 
have merely to send a note, which is forwarded by 
one of the door-keepers. 

Both houses may be viewed during the recess, 
for the gratuity of one shilling to the door-keeper.

TI10 Treasury^ Wkitefaall } m exJbanme build- 
ingj reaching from the corner of Downing-street to 
the Hone Guaids ; lite principal part of whkh has 
lately been rebuilt. The interior^ however^ (like 
most places devoted to business) offers nothing 
worthy the attention of strangers. 

Secretary of State's Offices, Downing- 
street, are The Foreign Office, £bme Office, and 
Colonial Office. 

Horse Guards : the grand mtronce into St. 
James's Park from Whitehall; the interior of which 
is devoted to military rAits; the levees of t}» 
Commander-in-Chief are also held here. 

The Admiralty, adjoining the War-Office, 
devoted to afiairs connected with the Navy; a 
haBdsome building, and pnmded with houses br 
the Ijords Commissioners* 

Somerset House, situate in the Strand, a most 
magnificent building, one side of which fronts the 
Thames; the principal part is devoted to the various 
departments of the revenue; such as the SUmp 
Office, JSTavy Pay Office, Aasessed Taxes, Legacy 
Dutm»^ tfe. jfe. afibrdmg employment to many 
hundred clerks.

pies the east fronts and that to the west is devoted 
to exhibitions of the Royal Academy. 

Excise Office, Broad Sti*eet, City. 

The Custom House : an extensive building 
situate in Thames Street, a short dbtance below 
London Bridge ; the Long Room," is said to be 
die largest hi the kingdom. Hoars of business 
nine till three. 

As most persons are supposed to know the 
details of a Custom-house, it will be usel^ to 
throw away advice. 

Formerly a place of great strength, and last 
earthly dbode of many stade {MMonccrs, bitl of late 
years merely looked upon as a memento of what 
it race was, or as a wasdioiise £ur royal s^por* 
fluities.

The 
Armoury is also deserving attention, it eaataim a 
voluminous catalogue of effigies in ancient armour,

The whole may be inspected by visitors, who 
are called upon to contribute rather largely for such 
gratification.

THB OOMMBROIAIi BUIIiDZNGS. 

These establishments are magnificent and exten- 
sive, and to a stranger must prove highly interest- 
ing : the principal and grand focus of commeixie 
is the 

RoYiLL ExcHANGK, ComhiU, an ancient build- 
ing bequeathed to the City by Sir Thomas Gresham, 
was destroyed in the Fire of London, 1666, and 
rebuilt in 1669 ; it is open daily from 9 till i-past 
4, and is the resort of Merchants, Captains of Ships, 
Jews, and Brokers. A statue of Charles II. orna- 
ments the centre, and in the Quadrangle ai*e twenty- 
one statues of the Kmgs md Queens of England. 
Gresham College forms part of the building. About 
one hundred yards frcmi the 'Change is the

the building are several court yards, which afford

Th£ Mansion House^ opposite the Bank of 
England. The residence of the Lord Mayor for 
the time being ; such parts of it as are devoted to 
public entertainments may be seen for a trifling 
gratuity to the porter. 

TiiE Guildhall, King-street, Clieapside : a 
place of great importance — to the citizens ! within 
the walls of the Guildhall, the corporation hold 
their Parliaments/ their feasts^ thdir Courts, in 
short, their everything. The curiosities most worthy 
the stranger^s attention, are the cekbrated statues 
of Gog and Magog. 

The East India Ho^e, Leadenhall-street, is 
a building of vast extent, containing numerous 
Committee-rooms, and eleiics' offices ; also a cou^ 
I'oom, for the use of proprietors; there is a 
Museum of Curiosities, and an Oriental Library,

Strangers are 
admitted to hear the trials, on paying one shilling 
each person. 

The Ouilbhall in the city London, where 
civil causes are tried. 

The Sessions House, Clerkenwell Green, 
wheve minor offences are tried for the county.

Gr££NW1CH Hospital^ situated about five 
miles to the eastward of London, a magniieeDt 
pile, originally intended as a royal residence for 
Chaiies the Second, bnt converted by him into ita 
present use, — ^a receptacle for disabled sailors. 
The halls, galleries, and chapel may be visited for 
a few shillings : boats may be met with at any of 
the bridges to convey parties down at moderate 
fares. 

Naval Asylum, near the hospital — for the 
education and maintenance of the orphan children 
of sailors. A sight of these interesting objects 
must prove highly gratifying to every benevolent 
mind. 

Chelsba HoapiTAL, situated on the banks of 
the Thames, about a mile to the west of Hyde 
Park Comer, where veteran and disabled soldiers, 
to the amount of five hundred, are provided with 
board and lodging. The edifice is not so splendid 
as Greenwich, nevertheless it is well worthy a visit. 
As also the 

Military Asylum, near the hospital, similar 
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to the asylmn at €rreeiiwich» for the orphan 

children of soldiers. Admission to both is easily 
obtained for a trifling fee. 

St. Bartholomew s Hospital, in Smithfield, 
founded hy Henry the Eighth, for the reception 
of persons afflicted with all disorders. Persons 
wishing to become patients have to apply on cer- 
tain days, when the worst cases are selected and 
immediately admitted, and every exertion is used 
towards their recovery, which seldom fails to be 
effected, if the best medical advice and the most 
judicious treatment, can procure it 

St. Thomas's, in the Borough, also an exten- 
sive and well conducted establishment, devoted 
to the same purposes. 

Guy's Hospitai., in the Borough, for the im- 
mediate reception of accidents, and of all diseases, 
on certain days : as well as the following : —

The Royal OBSfiRVATORY, Greenwich Park, 
as a scientific establishment, although very difficult 
of access, ought not to be omitted, as the view from 
the site, (independent of the gratification which 
would be experienced by an inspection of the in- 
terior) is one of the most splendid in Europe. 

The interior of the observatory, which can only 
be seen by a special introduction to the Astronomer 
Royal, contains some of the most accurate instru- 
ments in the world. 
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FLACKS OF AMUSEMJBINT. 

Among the pleasures of London^ the Theatres 
undoubtedly hold the first rank; yet, from the 
variety of places of amusement in the Metropolis^ 
it will be impossible to give, in the limited space I 
have allowed myself, more than a brief description 
of each* I therefore commence with the 

KING'S THSATRB, 

OI^ ITALIAN OPERA HOUSE, HAYMAUKET. 

This Theati'e is the most celebrated in London 
for the title, wealth, beauty, and splendour which 
assemble within its walls, the richness of the 
costume, and the number, and individual talents 
of the musicians. On its stage it unites the first 
talents of France and Italy, at the most enormous 
salaries. The ,amusemei])ts consist of Openis, 
sung in Italian, and ballets. The interior, which is 
most elegantly fitted ujf, contains five tieps of Bastes, 
capableofaccommodatingupwardsoftwelvehundred 
persons, the Pit eight hundred, and the Galiejry about 
the same number. The Boxes aie let by the year, or 
term of years^ acaording to their situation. Six 
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ivory ticketo are given to each siibaoriber, wlio 

takes a Box; these tickets are admissible to the 
Pit, and are nmally sold on those nights when the 
subscriber has no occasion for any or all of thenu 
These ivory tickets, whan bM, become Fk tickets, 
and admitr^ there only. Persons attending the 
Pit are expected to appear full dressed* 

The Season generally commeoces in the month 
of January, and terminates in August. Nights 
of performing aie Tuesdays and Saturdays ; but 
towards the latter end of tlie Season, Thursday 
nights are added for the Benefits* The doora are 
opened one hour previous to the commeuccment 
of the peiformances. 

Prices of admission axe, at the doors, ten 
shfllings and sixpeace to the pit^ and five shil- 
lings to the Gallery. 

Boxes may be engaged for the seaam, or night, 
at the most respectable booksellers at the west end 
of the town, of whom also may be had Pit Tidcets 
at eight sbilhngB and sij^pence^ and books of 
the Operas in Italian and English. 

In additioB to the Italian Oppca there ate in 
London thirteen Theaties^ viz. — ■ 

Drury Lane,— CJovbnt Garden, — Hay- 
market,— English Opera,— AoELPHi, — The 
Surry,— Astley's Amphitheatre,— The Co* 
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noDRG^ — Sablbrs Wblls^ — Quebm's, — Pavi- 

LION, — Olympic, — and Strand Theatre. 

Fonneriy the London Theatres might be ekuned 
under two headsj namely. Winter Theatres,'* 
and Summer Theatres,*' but by mutual en- 
croachments they have extended their Seasons in 
such a way, that with only about two or three 
<$xceptioiis it wonld be an error to distingoish 
them either one way or the other. 

It may, howler, be necessary to state, thait 
Drury Lane and Coven t Garden Theati-es open 
about Michaelmas and elose in June ; performing 
altogether about for^ weeks. The evenings on 
which there is no dramatic performances are Asli* 
Wednesday, Wednesdays and Fridays in Lent, 
Whitsun Eve, and Christmas Eve, and during 
the whole of Passion Week. Oratorios are, how* 
ever, performed alternately on the Wednesdays and 
Fridays during Lent at both Houses. 

Places or Private Boxes may be engaged at the 
fimc Office <tf the respective Hieatres, from Ten 
till Four daily. When taking places, the fee of one 
shilling is usuid; and if in the dress cade, the 
admission money for as many places as taken is 
expected to be paid-^ which does not however, se- 
cure them longer than to the end of the first Act. 
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This Theatre, situate with the priucipal entrance 
i& Brydgef Stoeets Cavent Garden^ was opeoed 
on the 10th of October, 1812, and is considered 
the best ia £ttnipe lor 4istiiicl coRveyajioe of 
soiind* The exterior pre^^nts nothing remarkable ; 
die rotunda and staivcase have a i^ery grand efieol# 
the statue of Shakespeaie pre^ting itself on 
entering ftom the haU« The omammital part of 
the auditory is extremely heauUiid, the pannels of 
the boxes being richly ornamented with silver 
on a li^t blue ground. There are three tiers of 
Boxes, which, with the Private Boxes, will ac^ 
commodate upwards of one thousand three hundred 
persons ; the Fit about eight hundred ^ and Gal-^ 
leries nine hundred. 

Prices of admission, Bq^^es, Seven Shillings, 
haU^'firk^^ Throe Shillings and Si»pmc^; Piti, 
Thvec and Sixpence, half-price.

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THEATRE ROYAL COVENT GARBEN. 

The present Theatre, the principal entrance of 
which b in Bow-street, was opened for the first 
time an the 18th September, 1809; the exterior 
far surpasses that of Druiy Lane, although the 
hall and staircases are far inferior both in accom- 
modation and style. The interior presents the 
form of a horse-shoe, containing tliree tiers of 
boxes ; the fittings op, decorations, &c. are of the 
most chaste and elegant description. This tbeatie 
has been known to produce, on one occasion, 
above nine hundred and seventy pounds. 

Many causes have been assigned for the depres- 
sion of theatricals; one cause, however, is certain, 
that a want of novelty must operate against the 
interest of all theatres, but move especially against 
such establishments as Drury Ijane or Covent 
Garden. Fei*sons who ai*e in the habit of fre- 
quenting tbeati*es, naturally prefer seeing new 
jMeces to hackneyed plays, let their merit be ever 
so great; hence, " the beggarly account of empty 
b^Aches," excepting on very particnlar occasions* 
Again, the very high prices for admission are incon- 
sistent with the present times. To charge war- 
prices" during peace is not in accordance with tlie 
March of Intellect" Some persons may say. 
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tliat high prices alone keep the boxes select. That 
may be veiy well as far as it goes; but if the 
managers were to reduce the second tier one shilling 
less than the dress circle^ and the upper tier one 
shilling less than the second, I doubt not but it 
would prove more advantageous than filling those 
places with orders, night after night. The very 
enormous salaries of some Performers, no doubt, is 
a reason why the prices of admission are kept up. 
If reductions were to be effected in this portion of 
expenditure, the prices of admission might be 
lowered without any sacrifice on the part of the 
proprietors, who, to speak candidly, are least able 
to bear it. The internal arrangements of this 
house, prices of admission, &c. &c. are on the same 
scale as Drury Lane. 



THBATRB BOYAZi HAYMARKBT. 

This is the only theatre in London where the 
performances are escdusivety confined to the 
regular drama, performed by the united talents 
of both the large houses. The season usually 
commences in the middle of May, and terminates 
about Michaelmas. The situati<m this house is 
very desirable, being in the best part of the Hay* 
market, nearly opposite the ItalUm Opera. The 
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entertainments oie seldom over till a very late 
hour. 

Candour^ however, must admit, that the motft 
brilliant union of talent is perceptible during the 
SeaMii, which invanaUy draws a full alteiKkiDoe; 
and owing to the judicious selection of the 
mam^ement, the pieces produced are geMrally 
more successful than at any other house in London. 

Mb. Morris is the FroprietoTj and super** 
intends the management himself. 

The prices df admission are, to the Boxes, Five 
Shillings ; Fit, Three Shillings ; Lower Gallery, 
Two Shillings j Upper Gallery, One Shilling. 

Do<Nrs open at Six, and P^ormaace b^pns at 
Seven o'Clock ; no half-price taken. 

French Perform ancbs at tlus theatre aie 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, from 
January to May. 

Admission — ^private boxes, containing places for 
six persons, three goineas and two guineas; stalls^ 
half a guinea; public boxes, six shillings; pit, 
three shillings and sixpence. 

Doors open at seven, and commence at haU- 
past seven precisely. 
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THBATRB ROYAIi SNGUSH OPBRA HOUSS, 

consumed by fire on the 16th of February, 1830, 
was one of the most pleasant theatres in Ijcmdon^ 
the performances being of a very light nature, 
and perfeclly in accordance with its season ; and 
if singers of distinguished talent, an excellent 
orchestra, and a well-situated theatre, w«re suffieirat 
to ensure a constant crowd, then would this place of 
amusement have been one of the most frequented in 
the metropolis. Theexteriorhadnothingremarkable, 
being almost entirely hid from public view, a mean 
portico fronting Wellington-street, being the only 
difference from a private dwelling: the interior was 
handsomely fitted up, and contained two tiers of 
boxes, a most comfortable pit, and two galleries. 
The house, when full, was calculated to hold up- 
wards of £300 ; and a well selected audience was 
gen«rally to be found within its walls. 

The doors usually opened at half-past six, and 
the performance commenced at seven. 

Admission to the boxes was five shillings ; pit, 
three shillings ; galleries, two shillings, and one 
shilling. Half-price commenced at nine o'clock. 

The season usually commenced about the closing 
of the patent theatres, and vice versa. A new 
theati*e is about to be rebuilt on an improved site. 
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AABIiFHI THBMratB. 

This lUlle theatre, situated opposite Adam Street, 
SliBBd, is, perhaps, one af the most pleasant places 
of evening amusement in London. It stands in 
the heart of one of the gieatest thoroughfares, and 
its wide entrance is wdl calculated to engulph more 
than a fair proportion of His Majesty's hege sub- 
jects; and it is not an uncommon ocennrence to 
experience the right of being crammed to snfToca- 
tioii on the inside as weil as being squeezed on the 
out, with the loss, perhaps, of one's watch, or the 
flap of a coat : notwithtlrading these litde draw- 
backs^ it is here you may laugh till your sides ache, 
at the drolleries of Messra. Matthews and Yates — 
( the joint proprietors) J • Reeve, and a host of talent, 
which enables this house to stand unrwalled in 
burlettas and light comic pieces. 

The interior is rather small, but handsomely 
fitted up : it contains one circle of boxes, and half 
tiers level with the gallery, besides a few private 
boxes. The pit will h(^ a great many persons, 
but the gieatcr part of it being under the boxes, 
renders it to many very iaeMMuent. 

Prices of admission — to the boxes, four shillings: 
pit, two shSlings : gallery, one sbtUing. Half-price 
commences at half«past eight. Dooi s open at six ; 

D 
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begin at a quarter before seven. Boxes may be 
engaged at the box-office of the theatre from ten 
till four. 

8URRBY THEATRE, 
BLACKFRIARS ROAD, 

Formerly the Royal Circus, was destroyed by fire 
m 1805^ and rebuilt shortly after. 

The auditory is most elegantly fitted up, well 
pTq>onioned^ and contains one entire^ and two 
half tiers of boxes^ besides twenty-two comfortable 
private boxes, an extensive gallery; and a well con- 
ti'ived and spacious pit. 

Ddors open at half-past five o'clock ; begin at 
half-past six. Prices of admission — to the boxes, 
two shillings; pit^ one shiHing; gallery, sixpence. 
Half-price commences at half-past eight. Boxes 
may be engaged at the box-oflSce of the theatre 
from twelve till four. Families visiting this theatre 
from the west end of the town, should order their 
coachman to proceed over Waterloo Bridge, by 
which a considerable saving of time may be effected j 
the toll for carriages is sixpence but as disiasLnce 
is saved, the expence, by hackney coaches is not 
increased. 

SURREY SIDE OF WESTMINSTER BRIDGE. 

This theatre usually commences its campaign 
on Easter Monday. Its amusements consist of 
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equestrian exercises^ pantomimes^ and grand mili- 
tary speetacies,— siririi as the battle of Waterloo^ 
conflagration of Moscow^ &c . &c . In such pieces this 
estabUshment has outstepped all competition : in- 
deed the facilities afforded by an extensive stage^ 
peculiarly adapted to such exhibitions, cannot 
escape the mwt careless observer^ and has been 
paiticularly successful since the management of 
Mr. Ducrow : and doriz^ its seascm crowds laay 
be seen bending their course to this favourite 
place of amnsment The manager Umself proves, 
perhaps^ the greatest attraction^ by his scientii^c and 
Bnprteedented explmts in the ciick. The exterior 
presents a neat and cleanly appearance, and on en- 
tering the auditory, the stianger is struck with the 
gay and handsome appearance it presents, con- 
sisting of one entire tier of boxes, besides tbe slips 
and private boxes* The pit;» though the lai^est of 
all the minor theatres, is mostly filled to an over- 
flow: visitors are then allowed to enter tbe meh; 
but during the equestrian evolutions, temporary 
aooommodation is afforded on the stage, which 
gives the interior the appearance of an amphi^ 
theatre ia mesry bbdm «f the wwd. Tight rope 
dancing, feats of strength, &c. are also occasionally 
exhibited. 

£qaestrian performonees being the principal at- 
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tracdoB of the theatre, little dnunatic meiit might 
be expected on the stage ; such, however^ is not 
the ease : the pieces generally prodiieed «re «re-> 
ditably written, and well performed. The jstud of 
horses belonging to this estaUidiment is said to 
amount to between foity and &ity» of various 
sizes and cdonrs, weiiUtMined, and in the highest 
condition. Indeed, no stronger ought to leave 
Leaden withoot witncasing tiiek :^xitraMdinary 
exploits. 

The pmm,o£ admission awilieiMne as at 4^ 
Addfbi theatre* Doonn. op w^i^ haU'^^paat five, 
and peffeotaanee commMM at half^ast six. 
Half^^pnee at half^^past eight. 

WATERLOO ROAD, 

Is situated ^Amttten minntes watt from Waterioo 
Bridge. The performances ohieily consist of melo- 
dramas^ jfSarees/ and cottiie sketches cm ih^ fiiOies 
of the day, which are^ g^eraUy very successfiil* 
The house is large, and handsomely fitted up ; and 
was built and opened under the - patronage of 
Prince Leopold and the late Princess Charlotte of 
Saxe Cobourg. 

The prices are: — to the boxes, two shillings; 
I»t, one shilling ; gallery, sixpMoe« « Doors open 
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at half-past 6 o'clock, and perfonnanee commences 
at a quarter past six. Half-price at half-past 
eight. The present proprietor and manager is 
Mr. Davidge. 

BADXiSRS' WEU18 THSATRE, 
ISUNOTON. 

This house, situated near the New River Head, 
Islington, was originally a favonrite summer the- 
atre, but the managers, determining to keep pace 
wiA then* distant rivals, have enclosed the pit, 
introduced stoves, and rendered the interior warm 
and comfortable.'* The pieces produced, are mostly 
well chosen, well got up, and well performed ; and 
to those to whom " distance is no object," it offers 
an agreeable pastime, but more panieularly during 
the summer season. Formerly this theatre had the 
exclusive power of introducing reid water into their 
scenic representations, but it is now discontinued. 

Prices of admission ares — ^to the boxes, three 
shillings ; pit, two shillings ; gallery, one shilling* 
Doors open at six o'clock, performance commen- 
ces at half-past six. 

QUBBN'8 THSATRE, 
TOTTENHAM STBEBT, TOTTBNHAM COURT ROAD, 

Is a very small but neat house ; and since it has 
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been in the hands of the present management, has 
been mttch bettor attended than fonnedy. The 
amusements chiefly consist of romantic biirlettas, 
and farcical piec^* Previous to the French Comr 
pany performing at the Haymarket they occupied 
this house during the winter mtx^iB. 

Doors open at half-past &^e, and performance 
begins at half-past six o'clock. Boxes, four kil- 
lings ; pit, two iduUi^ } gallery, om shilling. 

PAVXUON, 

WHITECHAPEL ROAD, 

Has been opened since the melancholy calaa- 
trophe which befell the Brunswick Theatre, and is 
the only place of amusement at the east end of 
London : it must, therefore, naturally be expected, 
that it is well supported. 

Prices of admission 2— to the boxes, two sl?illings; 
pit, one ^hilling; gallery sixpence. Doora.open 
at six o'clock, pcarformanw commences at half-past 
six. 

OIiYtfPIO THBATRE, 
WYCH STREET, STRAND. 

This little theatre, most conveniently situated, 
about mid-way between the city and wes^end, is 
now open under the sole mam^iement of Madame 
Vbstris, aided by a well selected and numerous 
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^mpany. The perfomances are chiefly of a light 
and comic nature, the piuicipal parts of which aie 
supported by the talented lessee^ whose enterprising 
effinrtS) it is to be hoped, will be amply rewavded. 
The interior, which is most tastefully fitted up, is 
of a circular shape, containing one whole, and two 
half tiers of boxes, a commodious pit, and amall 
gallery, besides several well-sitoated private boxes. 

Prices of admission — ^To the boxes, four shil- 
lings; pit, two shillings; gallery, one shilling. 
Doors open at half-past six, begin at seven ; half- 
price at half-past eight o'clock. 

IBTRAND THSATRB, 

Conducted by Miss Kelly, situated near 
Surry Street, Strand. Prices of admission : — to 
the boxes, four shillings i pit, two shillings : no 
half-price. Doors open at half-past seven, per- 
formance commences at eight o'clock. 



VAUXHAXOi GUUUWNS, 

Sitoated on the Surry side of Vauxhall Bridge, 
occupy above six acres of ground, tastefully laid 
out in groves, grottos, covered arcades, and faucy 
tmiples, most q[>]endidly illuminated with many 
thousands of variegated lamps. The effect upon 
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first entering baffles all descriptioD^ and must be 
visited to be folly appreeialed. 

The entertainments formerly were confined to 
vocal and inslramental mosic^ terminetiBg widi a 
giund display of fire works ; but those things now 
are a secondary consideration. An extensive 
stage has been built, on which is represented 
operas, both native and foreign, ballets, grand 
militaiy spectacles, battles, &c. In short, the pre- 
sent proprietors have fully established theu' claim . 
on the patronage of the puUic, by the very per- 
severing and successful manner they have catered 
for their amusement The whole of the entertain- 
ments, however, are, as usual, closed by a display 
of fireworks, that takes place exactly at twelve 
o'clock, which is announced by ringing a belL 
The concert commences at eight o'clock. Suppers, 
wines, and every other description of refreshment 
may be had in the gardens, the prices of which 
are affixed to each box. Parties, however, who 
study economy, can be accommodated outside the 
gard^is with supper, &c. at very moderate prices. 
Checks are given on your egress, but not after 
twelve o'ckdk. Boats may be hired, either to 
convey parties there, or for the evening. There 
are also coaohes in attradanoe at all homv of the 
night. 
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The gardens are open on Mondays, Wednes- 
days, and Fridays, at serat aVdodc in the evenfaig. 

Admittance, four shillings, and one shilling 
admiMuiee to Ami Theams, iriiioh, of coucse, is 
optbnal. 

Carnivals, and fancy dress balls are given on 
spedai oociskmsi at Drury-laiieanil Cwent-gan^ 
theatres, when the whole theatre is formed into a 
saloon by flooring over ihe pit level wkb the stage, 
which has a most imposing effect : the admission 
is from one to two guineas. Time afe also 
masquerades daring the season at the Italian opera* 
liouse, in the Haymarket; the pit of whleh is also 
jfloored over, and the saloon then formed is the 
most brffiant that cm beeotioeifed* These enter* 
tainments are always numerously attended, and as 
a picture of London life, merit a visit. — Such as 
do not vmb' W jom in the frolics of the motley 
assemblage, may witness them from the boxes 
each box will hold- six persons, and are duurged 
according to their situation. Persons going in 
character are charged half a guinea, to those who 
go in domino or plain dress, the ticket is one 
guinea :-Hsii elegant m^^Mer is always provided, 
which is charged extra. .

This undertaking, as the name imports, is one 
of the most gigantic enterprises for public graiifi* 
cation that hasevtf beea attemf^ed in this country, 
and it is next to an impossibility to suppose, that 
the lengtheiMd and indefatigaUe escertions of the 
proprietor should not be recompensed by that 
patronage and support to which the undertaking 
is more than reasonably entitled by affording 
a concentration of the most refined amusement 
and luxurk>us comibrt which modem times can 
suggest. 

On first entering tlie edifiee by the laige door 

in front, a staircase on the right communicates 
with a eiroidar saloon whioh occupies the whole 

internal space, o^ basement of the building, with 

E 
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the exception of the staircase leading to the summity 
which rises Kke a faorge eolmnn ftom ihe centre. 
The wall of the buildmg represents a panoramic 
view of London, as seen from the several galleries 
of &L Paul's cathedral. Hie view of the picture is 
obtained from three galleries. Above the last 
galleiy 18 placed the ideaticid copper baB, which 
for so many years occupied the summit of St. 
Fanils; and above if is a fiuMsiorile of the cross by 
by which it was surmounted. A small flight of stairs 
leads fiom diis spot to the open gallery which sor- 
rounds the top of the Colosseum^ commanding a 
view of ^ Begimij'B Fork imd tlie adjacent 
country. 

The commmAcBlAm widi the galleries is by 
alaircases of curious construction^ built on the outer 
side of the central column already mentioned. 
This coluBSB is hdlow^ and witliin it a small cir- 
cular chamber which ascends when freighted with 
eompany, by means of mmcMtitry, with an imper- 
ceptible motion, to the first gallery. Visitors may 
Ifam (aroid the fatigue of aseending by the stairs. 

In extent^ the Panorama is one of the most 
surprising achievMnents of art in this or any other 
country. The picture covers upwards of 40^000 
squai*e feet or nearly an acre of HBSmM, and every 
inch of the vast circumference abounds with 
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subjects for reflection. The streets filled with 
passengers and vehicles — the grandeur of the 
public buildings — the majestic river winding along, 
with the shippings vessdSf ««id gay torn of «Mc 
barges gliding on its surface, crossed with mag- 
nificent bridges — till it stioetcheft away beyond the 
busy haunts of ijadustiy ; the representation of the 
environs too is most delightfully pictwmque, and 
the distance is so admirably executed, that the 
iHbole ibrms an assemblage grandeur, un- 
paralleled in art;, as the reality is in the history of 
mankind. 

The grand and di/rtinguiahing merit of the 
Panorama at the Colosseum, is of a high order. 
It has the nnuspal iotarait of fietiumqne effect 
with the most scrupulous accuracy ; so plain are 
the principal atieets in the view> that thousands of 
visitors will be able to identify theii* own dwellings. 

Having descended the Colosseum yon are next 
conducted to the saloon of Aits, an elegant and 
qpacioas room cm the right of the enteance ; feom 
thence to the Swiss Cottage, furnished in imitation 
of the £EUi€ifol interiw of the dwelfings of the Swiss 
mountaineera; then come the conservatoiies^ cas- 
cades, and water-works. The admission to the 
Panorama, Saloon^ and Ball^ one shilling; to the 
Swiss Cojttage, conservatories, &c. one shilling.

The ascent to the whispering gallery is by 280 
steps ; 250 to the top of the dome, and 80 to the 
ball^ makifig akogetfaer 6i0« Suspended round 
the dome are the trophies of naval victories^ which 
with the marble monnments that present them- 
selves in every direction^ has a most grand effect. 
The church and monnments may be freely in- 
spected during the time of divine service ; at other 
times, twopence 19 demanded. Hie other parts of 
the cathedral may be seen^ either wholly or in part^ 
as follows : — To the stone or iron galleries, two- 
pence; library^ two<-|>ence$ model room^twc^ience; 
clock and great bell, twopence ; whispering gallery, 
twopence; ball^ from iron gallery^ Mie shilling and 
sixpence. To the guide, for a company, one 
shilling. 

Consists of two parts, the cathedral church and 
Henry VII.'s ehap^l, iHbiich, with the monuments^ 
may be viewed for little more than one shilling. 
Formerly, the Abbey wa» accessible at dl hours, 
but at present open only during divine service. 
' Here are deposited the remains of ki^ij/s, princes. 
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staiemen, and toarriars, from the moat remote 

ages; which renders this spot the pantheon of 
Britain s glory, and entitled to the respect of every 
true-boru ii^ugUshman. 

The length of the Abbey is 520 feet; the 
breadth^ 200 feet; and the height of the na^e, 100 
feet ; and for beauty and antiquity is considered 
superior to any of its kind in Europe. 

THB MONUMSMTj 
NEAR LONDON BlUDQS, 

Built to record the great fire of London in the 

year 1666 ; from the top of which may be enjoyed 
a most extensive and delightful prospect 

The charge for admission to ascend is sixpence 
each person. The height of the cdumn is 202 feet, 
and contains 344 steps. Open from ten till dusk. 



Regent's Park, top of Hegent-streety contain- 
ing several rows of elegant mansions, and many 
detached villas : there are two driveSj the inner and 
outer circle ; in the inner circle are the lake, and 
Mr. Jenkins Nursery Grounds^ where fancy fairs 
are held in the fashionable season ; in the outer 
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Bridge^ St. K^therine s Hospital^ and a variety of 
picturesque objects dispersed throughout, rendering 
this park an interesting morning ride.

HACKNSY COACUa BBOUIiATIONS. 

Coachmen are not obUged to take more than 
four persons in a hackney coach, nor above thiree 
persons in a chariot, inside, except children in 
arms, and a servant outside ; but if they agree to 
take more, then one shilling in addition to the fare 
must be paid for each, and one shilling for re- 
turning. 

If a coach, when hired, be kept waiting, so that 
the time amounts to more than the distance, the 
coachman may reckon the amount of his fare by 
time. If taken to any place where there is a pos- 

F 
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sibility of losing his fare, and there desired to 
wait*^ no perscm being left with him^ he may 
demand a reasonable sum in hand, to be accounted 
for when be is discharged ; but he » not obliged 
to wait longer than the sum in hand will pay for 
time. 

A coachman may refuse to take any heavy lug* 
gage in his coach, without remuneration for the 
same ; but it must be refused before it is put into 
his coach; and the coachman so refusing, is 
entitled to payment of not less than one shilling 
for the distance he has been brought, if he was not 
told, previously to leaving die stand, that he would 
be required to cairy luggage. This regulation 
does not apply to such small trunks or parc^ as 
may be carried in the hand. 

No agiwment to pay more than the proper fare 
is at any time binding. 

Distance* 

For any distance within one mile, one shilling, 
and so on in the proportion of sixpence for eveiy 
half mile. 

Time, 

Thurty minutes, one shilling ; forty-five mmntes; 
one shilling and sixpence^ and sixpence for eveiy 
quarter of an hour after* 
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Penalties on Drivers. 

For driving for hire a coach or chariotj not 
clean > or without a check-stringi or in any respect 
unfits twenty shillings. 

For driving contrary to orderSj affecting slow 
driving, carrying any person about the coach 
without consent of the fare^ being absent from the 
coach without satisfactoiy reasons, purposely ob- 
structing the w^, standing or plying for hire 
across any street, and refusing to remove ; refusing 
to give way to a private carriage ; standing or ply- 
ing for hire by the foot-pavement before shops or 
houses^ twenty shillings. 

For refusing, or for exacting more than the 
usual fare, not exceeding three pounds, nor less 
than ten shillings. 

For abusive language, furious driving, wantonly 
or cruelly beating the horses, intoxication, See- 
the driver, not exceeding twenty shillings: if owner 
and driver, not exceeding three pounds. 

For preventing a person from taking the nmnbw 
of a coach, or giving false number, or for abusive 
language to any person going to, or returning 
irom, preferring a complaint before the commis- 
sioners or magistrate, forty sliiilings. 

Q 9 
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For not having such plates or numbers on the 
outside as have been ordered by the commissioners^ 
not exceeding live pounds. 

For not placing the inside nmnber in a con* 
spicuous part of the roof, not exceeding ten pounds. 

For not depositing, within fom* days, at the 
Stamp Office, any property found in a Hackney- 
coach, Chariot, or Cabriolet, twenty pounds ; proper* 
ty not claimed within twelve months, to be delivered 
up to the driver, if applied for, if not, to be sold. 
One half of all fines and penalties to be received 
by the complainant.
